night over Station OROM by Dr. D. L. 
Thompeon, Associate Professor of Bio- 
chemistry," In a short but extensively- 
illustrated speech- on "The 'Application 
of Science on Medicine." 

Dr. Thomson stressed the. fact that 
although a great many new methods 
of medical care and treatment due to 
scientific discpverles have been intro- 
duced, such' «5 ahjiesthetict,. antisep- 
tics, chemicàl/aaaiysUi of the bkMd, X- 
ray apparatus, .and the like; and ftl- 
Ihough some saiy these form even too 
great a part of the medical student's 
training, still this is not the f(^remo6t 
contribution of science to roedlclne. 
Selentifie OuUetk 
There is a more important 'deèt that 
modei-n medicine owes to soiencei 
iitated the speaker, and that is ttiat 
medicine has adopted the : aisteAtif ie 
point of view, its train of thought. In 
fact, the greatest revolution of Med- 
icino was. when it .adopted the EOlen- 
tlfio outlook. ■ " • 

For example. Dr. Thomson cited the 
case of an explorer, who is also a scien- 
tist.; If this man, in the course of his 
jfiiUem^^vien U> see a long-Ie«ged,

I ' ^d^9Sml[^ loping gait, he would 
know it to be a giraffe, and that It can 
not be baited with the earoass of a 
jV^ieep,. tta^ suddenly unfold

//.sees in addition that' it hw claws ta- 
r^^s^ead'Of hooves, he no longer knows it 
'to be a giraffe, and consequently he 
can no Imi^^ its tendoaeies car 
: .know its'*^Iura^ 

.' similarly, if a. doctor sees that a 
patient is' listless, pale, and incapable 
of much exertion, he knows him to be 
suffering from pernicious anaemia, and 
is not to be treated with aspirin or salt 
baths, • but^ Injected with extract of 
Uvcr. But if, on further examination, 
he fijfids that the red corpuscles of the 
patient's blood are not enlarged and: 
that his digestion is unimpaired, if he 
is a scientist as well as a doctor, he 
will~ know that the resemblance to 
anaemia' is misleading, and that the 
patient is suffering from some other 
ailment, ^ ' ' 

This mental process of formulating 
and testing theories is. the heritage of 
!:clcnce, and its greatest contributitm 
to medicine. As a result, the case of 
the patient can now! be more accur- 
ately diagnosed; and he can bè placed 
in' the rlgiit category for the right 
treatment. ' 

The bacteriologist, by his study of 
germs, has helped the doctor to recog- 
nize a disease. Due to chenilcal analy- 
. sis, we can now measure, for Instance, 
thé amount of lime in the blood. In 
short,'' the frontiers between the 
■ ' sciences are fictitious,— on the ooq- 
trary, they arc as closely Interrelated 
as the. royal families of Europe. The 
medical . sciences are so called only be- 
cause their theories arc directly applic- 
able to medicine, but the Tswk and dis- 
coveries of pure science are by no 
misans less valuable.

Muêic in Montreal 

ONTREAXi has never been an Intensely musical 
city, but in spite of this there has always been 
music to be heard. Every season brings a limited 
number of fine artists, who perform^ for the benefit 
of a limited' number of Montrealers. ' It is true that 
Important concerts are usually wçU attended, but 
time and time again it has been noticed with regret 
that this large and wealthy city is not prepared to 
put music on a permanent basis. All except the top 
rankih^ Mtlsts appear at a risk, while local efforts 
»i%j«tjj^r||j^^nd fight for dear life. There 
Mt^^SftS^SSr^attaenoe, an Inertia. Is this 
Indifference merely local, or does It .really indicate 
the place of music In modem life? 

In almost every human being thet« Is some 
natural vin ■which craves music of one sort or 
another. For some people a' few shouts, a whistle, 
or à simple rhythmic beat is enough to cater to 

ereâppBBSnjr. -But in i&?^r8f « great many 
this 'excellent outlet never i«ally becomes an art, 
and it is with the higher forma of musical eM>ics- 
sion that we are conoemed. Some European peoples, 
oa the other hand, have made music almost as im- 
portant to their iMly life as bread. It f umiaihes the 
greater part of their entertatament, it is the key- 
stone -of their aooial life, a main-avenue of self- 
expression, and an ideal source of emotional variety 
and excitement. In Britain and in America, how-i 
ever, from about the middle of the seventeenth 
oentuiy up to very recent times, music was rather 
coolly regarded by the great mass of the people. It 
was a luxury,, not only in the sense that It cost 
money, but in that it was unnecessary and super- 
fluous in the grim eoonwny of existence. For many 
generations the dUferenc^etweea the British and 
the Oerman attitude towaftâ^usic was this— the 
Britisher could do without it. 

At rock bottom this is still the handicaps to 
highly organized music: most people can do without 
it. This doea not nwanMowever, Jhat fine music 
must always remaltf^Pm^ 'luxury' in our part of 
the worid. We have all seen how many former 
luxuries have become accepted aa necessities. It 
is quite possible. Indeed the experience of other 
people shows that it is very likely, that the habit of 
music' may work its way into our lives, until this 
spiritual food shall become as essential to us as to 
the Germanic peoples. Until this need is m«e 
generally voiced In this city, there seems little li<^ 
of «eeing musical institutions permanently installed 
here. Progress in this direction has been made 
ateiost everywhere else; much has been done to 
bring music into more Intimate touch, with daily 
life. Monireal alone remains behind. 

It is well known that iu Germànyithgimuniclpal 
wvemments look after this importiîî^lfeîSr as 
part of their function. .In the Enjlish-speaking 
countries this has never been the case to the same 
degree, and so music grew to be looked upon as a 
sport for the wealthy. But th eilecwatiihi storv of 
music has been no mere matter oflSf^psfatkl cents. 

Toward the close of the last century a number 
of energetic and sincerely public-spirited men came 
to realize that the most practical.niethod of 'spread- 
ing the gospel of music was by a process of educa- 
tion. Some of these men were musicians, some 
were not. Endowment funds .were organized in many 
cities on this continent. A steadily growing nun^ber 
of orchestral and' choral societies came int^^^'j^ 
Large repertoires of works drawn from the European 
masters, both classical and modem, were performed 
by first-rate musicians. Programme notes were in- 
troduced, expialning historical and -technical points 
connected with the various compositions, to assist 
those, of the audience whose musical training was 
negligible. There was a revival of interest in music 
of ail kinds. This revival made slov/ b utiyèrafatèad»: 
-progress '^in England throughout the^iSslfwi^iSf 
the nineteenth century, on this conttaerit the close 
of the century saw the formation of permanent 
orchestras in Boston, Chicago, New, York' and Phila- 
delphia. Conductors of ability and energy, of the 
caUbre of Theodore Thomas and Leopold Dararosch, 
travelled all over the country vith, their bands, 
literally barnstorming. ' , 

It is Impossible to overestimate the tremendous 
Impetus given to ■this, movement, by the advent of 
the gramophone and. the' radfo; It made iicsslble 
the pairtial;realiaatlon of one of the great wishes or

Convocation Speech 

(Editor's Noto: Owing to the viany 
requests received, we take great 
pleasure in printing in full the speech 
delivered by Dr. W. W. Chipmdn at 

the recent Fatt 'Convoeaiion.) 
Mr. Chancellor, our Governor, Members of the 
Teaching Staff, Students, and Friends of. the TJni* 
vcrsity: 

- I have been asked to address you on this 
Founder's Day of 1934 I thank you for this honour, 
even as I acknowledge thei great responsibility. 

Today is the official opening of our Academic 
year, a fresh, beginning for our Teachers and our 
Students. On tills date, October 6th, the Founder 
of this School, the Hon. James McGlll, was bom in 
Scotland 190 years ago. His birthplace was a small 
hamlet in Banfifshire, a far cry' indeed from thé 
scene of his life's labour and from McOiU University 
—this living Memorial that maices us ''W« 

Seventy-seven years elapsed between his birth- 
day and the Foundation Charter of this School 
History tells us that he enjoyed his sixty-nine years 
of life — years of varied activity, of strenuous 
endeavour, and of'luhremltting vork. After all, thé 
,b]tomnittsit^^ in this Unperfect world.

And so- we 
member him, , his versatile, his hard-worklaf' 
ambitious life. 

Mr. Chancellor, your Faculties are . assembled 
here within the shadow of a double two-fold loai. 

Sir Arthur Currie is no longer with us. For 
fourteen years be wu the principal of this Univer- 
sity, and in the very midst of his Aeadcnùo Career, 
he waa taken from us. 

As Principal, it was his practice to deliver the 
'Founder's Day Address, to speak to us each year; 
to the Teacher, and to the Student, the woixla of 
welcome, of adiiionitlon and of encouragement. -We 
miss this Commanding presence, , the kln<Uy, simple 
and 8traightfOfm^!d méasage ot hb^ We 
can see and hear iîim in this very place, sir Arthur 
' Currie was a Great ^Canadian, whether m ' Com- 
mander of our Canadian Cwps In^Frahee, as Prin' 
cipal of MoOiU Univenity, or as a man. In these 
several capacities, ^it is Carlyle's enunciation that 
fits him best: "What you are thunders so loud I 
can't hear w6at you aay." Thanks to the thought of 
last year's Graduating Class, hia face looks down 
upon us in this Entrance Hall and qwaks to liit 
memory in the heart of each one of us today. 

McOill has had, and still lias, its great'men, but 
at this thne I invoke yoiit* i^wclal attentimi to these 
two— the one whose name you will always bear as 

students or graduates of McGlU, the Hon. James 
McOlU and the other,' Sir Arthur Cifrrie, the Prln< 
clpal, who so guided Its destiny, and in whose mem» 
ory I am to attempt something of a Founder's Day 
Address.' 

I said a double, a. two-fold loss: My first duty is 
the sad one of reoordhig the death of Ira MacKayj 
the late bean of the Faculty of Arts and 'Science. 
His sudden death on August l»th, at Ohestctr, Nova 
Scotia, came as a great shock to thiii: bnniiiittnity; 

&:a, Allan MacKay came to McGill in 'I9M, as 
Professor of Constitutional Law, and foiir years 
later hé was appobited Dean 'of the Faculty of Arts. 
By his gifts both as-a scholar and a Teacher he 
endeared himself to his pplleagues and" his students. 
In the words of'KennejÉ|G^Mron, in the McOlU 
News, "Dean MacKay was interested in life in all. 
Itk aspects, combining as he did a shrewd ipractlcal 
sense with a true instinct for Learning." ; His last 
Public Address so aptly termed "The Care 'Jpt Life," 
was delivered in Juhe to the Canadlati'j Niirses' 
Association at their meeting in Toronto.^: In this 
Address he eloquently described j^he true ^ms and 
objects of life and the goal ^' ^ ' ff ^ X f^ ^j^ jP* ^^ 
tlon, worthy of the name, riiiist'ftendWlt^^ a 
word, his own "Confession of Faith," his "X'pologla,'^ 
which marked him at once as a cultivated, a con- 
scientious,' and à sympathotic .man. His- premature 
death is a sad loss to. this University. We extend 
.;Our sincere sympathy .,t(> J^..wJl.dotv;^_a^^ . 

Our Ohancellop, Mr, B.-W. Beatty, has asked 
me, in what I shall [say today, tO'Spiuk- eagrclally to 
our more recètit%àt.rirulants, -w tiio ' young men 
and the young women of our Junior years.; I know 
you are net all hcre biit I shall omit calling the roll 
this momlug. In m|ins thls/requ;>t the;-thought 
Js ,perha]ps that the'young are more^rfsponslve, less 
"set in their ways, nei^ér'-to. and-niôtê'iûh^^^ in 
this academic business. 

Possibly toff. I, SE^y only. posslbJy, their need. Is 
greater for sorhe dirVdlon aid assLstanbe. -And.so it 
is to these young generations" that I shall specially 
address myself, so far as I can, casting aside Uie 
dividing years, and merely talking these things over 
with them; we as students togethsr. 

And first, may I endorse the wcrds of ^welcome 
of our Giidncellor, as.'-g|ven;a few day3'dOT|tn|i 
page's of the M3G!li D£Îiy;:%erelh he'tëlïs'^8''tktf _ 
the life cf a University Undergraduate should be' 
j one of a serious pusuit of knowledge for its own 
;:cikc; and that in the search -for^thls-knowledge he 
; rhr-jld acquire, If pcssible, a power, and a olai'ity'' 
ol thinking for himself;- and that while doràg. so he 



Tnat above all tbhigs he should 
realize the value' of work, and ttiat this 
college course Is merely a preparation 
in' tlie way of living for the actual' 
business of life itself. 

It is with these words then that we 
welcome you here today. 

And now I would like to ask tliesc 
younger friends the questions of why 
and how are they here. Why did you? 
each one . of you decide upon^a tmlr, 
verslty careeri and how did you man? 
age it? Did you determine this ques- 
tion, take this important step, for and 
by yourself, or did you more or less, 
drift tluough our portals as the easy 
and proper -thing to do? Have you as 
yet any definite lUm or object' hi your 
studies, are you- ambitious, and does 
your class standing Justify the faith 
that is In you. And If not, why not? 
In a word, this Is the quo vadis, "the 
whither goest thou," in this, your un- 
dergnuluate life; 

I woiild like each one of you to ask 
himself or herself these questions, and 
to affix ' a dèflnlte answer thereto. 
For we will only know then where we 
are; lad where to begin. 

The undergraduate years at any Un- 
iversity, are replete with many possi- 
bilities, either of good or of ill, ac- 
cording as we use. or abuse them. Many 
women and not a few men should not 
undertake à university, training at all, 
for here there is, or should be, no 
room for the uninterested or incapable 
student. To such a one these years 
wilt prove only wasted years, and the 
so-ciJIed Alma Mater become, not his 
best friend, but his worst enemy. 

For these wasted years will merely 
unfit, may even embitter you in your 
later search for. a congenial occupation. 

In this connection ! am reminded of 
a fond father of Chieago. so ambitious

sentially to blame. Always it takes 
two, » 'student and a teacher, to cor- 
rect such an error, to make any sort of 
academic bargain. 
■■ .. Moreover a university trahiing Is 
not tho be-all and thé cnd-all of 
humw experience, the academic snob 
i« iévermorc an unmitigated nuisance, 
ïl?/.;- !Much of the world's best work has 
iJf^; been done and, I take It, will always 
S^'iV-' be done by our extra-mural men and 
?r-^' women, they who never enter in col- 
legiate halls. 

And now may I remind, you that in 
this Canada of burs, with its ten .and 
a half millions, some 38000 of our 
young people are enrolled as University 
students, and of the 38,000, 33,008 are 
Uaking courses leading to a degree. 
;To this latter number McGiU contri- 
fjrliuled last year 2,635. , 
re.:.; In other words,, uie ordinary degiee 
in any unl\^ft^|nwans a diebit out- 
'^'|;iay In money of; $1936.00. We have no 
quarrel with this; or .with the net loss 
a*:; of $18,392,000, which oui'"students mean 
' ' for this country every year. After all, 
this amount is considerably less than 
the Interest we pay on our Railway 
obligations and it is or should be, miich 
better business. It really all depeends 
—the . profit or the loss— upon the 
. quality of the output, upon the gradu- 
ate himself. 

Ladies and gentlemen, I mention 
these things in order to emphasize the 
ract that .ilready you have a stake, 
nnpt only in our University but also In 
our National life; and also that it may 
stimulate you all the more, to prove 
yourselves a good investment. 

What after all, is the good of a uni- 
versity training? what does, it do, or 
what should it do, for the average, stu- 
dent? By all the rules of the game 
it should make liim a wiser, a happier, 
and a more useful man. Thomas Hux- 
^^0cy, the great scientist, once said that 
^j^fsuch an education should give a man 
' V'/a fuller means of adaptation to any 
ciivironment. In other words it should 
^i'bialce the man first conscious of his 
^ji^çnvironment, and then enable him to 
establish contacts therewitli, and so 
■ should , render him more completely 
master both of his surroundings and of 
himself. I am sure we all agree In 

this. ; 

An Undergi-aduate traUiing in any 
faculty whatsoever reveals to the stU" 
dent something' of the universe and 

of the world in which he lives,— the 
atructure, the beauty, and the magnif- 
icance. Gradually learnhig something 
of himself, the mental, the moral and 
the physical, he becomes more fully 
Jte- aware of his fellowmen, and of the 
'',5^;^; social problems that confront them. 

"■i'K - Biology, chemistry, and physics, the 
f^.jjsïjj Humanities, with history modem lang-
